Syrian violations 
‘can lead to war’

Syria's violations of the disengage- 
ment agreement could deteriorate 
inte a war, although the Syrian aim 
may be only to keep up the pressure 
for more Israeli - withdrawals, ac- 
cording to an authoritative source 
here yesterday. 

Syrian army training programmes 
have been almost entirely devoted 
to offensive warfare. While Egypt's 
preparations have been no less in- 
tensive, the stress has been on both 
defensive and offensive operations. 

Syria, which began its training 
drive later than Egypt, has so far 
reached only the level of battalion 
or brigade exercises, while Egypt has 
already carried out manoeuvres of 
army formations. 

Jordan has also been conducting 
intensive army training, but at a 
slightly slower pace because it was 
not disrupted in last year’s war. 

The replacement of Syria’s Soviet 
weaponry lost in the war has meant 
net only numerical, but also quali- 
tative improvement. Syria now has 
twice as many T-62 tanks than be- 
fore the war as the Soviets have 
been supplying them with the ad- 
vanced models. 

Mig 28 and 21 jet fighters have 
replaced older models and there are 
already some 50 Mig 23's in Syria 
it was stated. 

Cairo’s “war of nerves” with the 
Soviet Union, resulting in the stop- 
page of arms shipments has 
weakened Egypt, making It less 
capable of brandishing the war 
option. But this situation is not 
likely to continue and. the flow of 
Soviet arms to Egypt can be ex- 
pected to be renewed in a matter 
of months. 


The end of the French embargo 
is considered of minor military im- 
Portance, as the quantities of 
weapons which France can supply 
fre relatively small on the Middle 
Exst scale. However, France can 
supply s:gnificant quantities of opti- 
cal, electronic and communications 
equipment, which are superior to 
those received by the Arabs from 
East Europe. 


Regarding the recent upsurge in 
terrorism, this is expected to con- 
tinue, and even stepped up towards 
the approaching festivals. P tempts 
at terrorist acts are likely not only 
on the borders and within Israel, 
but also abroad.

He told the annual convention of 
the 10 million-member Trades Union 
Congress at Brighton Mast Thursday 
that the country will vote again 
“within weeks." The only thing he 
left in doubt was the date. *

Both papers quoted a confidential 
seven-page letter from Democrat 
representative ‘Michael Harrington to 
House of Representative Foreign 
Affairs Committee Chairman Tho- 
mas Morgan. 

Mr. Harrington reportedly wrote 
the letter after reading a transcript 
of Mr, Colby’s testimony to a House 
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Armed Services Subcommittee on 
April 22. 


Mr. Harrington appealed for fur- 
ther Congressional investigations of 
the CIA's role in the September 11, 
1973 military coup that put an end 
to Dr. Allende’s three-year rule. The 
President died in the coup. 

“The Washington Post" said Mr. 
Colby acknowledged the CLA target- 
ed some $llm. in covert action 
funds to topple the Chilean Presi-

LONDON (Reuter}).— Two Bri- 
tish surgeons have reported on 
ἃ new transplant experiment 
which they say could enable in- 
fertile women to have babies. 

Gynaecological surgeons J.C. 
MeLure Browne and Robert Win- 
sion, of the Hammersmith Hospi- 
tal, London, described the opera- 
tisn — already tested on ani- 
mals — in the medical journal, 
“The Lancet.” 

Using new surgical techniques 
which involved connecting up 
minute arteries and veins with 
the help of microscopes, they 
transplanted fallopian tubes in 
rabbits. 

Eggs, passing from the ovary 
to the womb along these tubes, 
are fertilized by male sperm in 
them, Blocked fallopian tubes 
ere a major cause of infertility in 
women — and the main reason 
for current worldwide research 
to produce “test tube” babies. 

The two scientists said that 


Transplant method may 
help infertile women 
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they tested their new technique 
by tuking both tubes from four 
rabbits aod transplanting the 
left tubes back in place of the 
right. One rabbit has already had 
a litter of nine, another is preg- 
fant and a third ready to become 
pregnant, they said. The fourth 
rabhit died after the operation 
because of complications with the 
anaesthetic. 


The surgeons claimed the ope- 
ration could be developed for hu- 
mans, They pointed out there are 
plenty of spare fallopian tubes 
available for transplants, taken 
from women who have been ste- 
rilized or had their wombs re- 
moved. 


AS for rejection — a life-and- 
death matter in kidney and heart 
transplants — the surgeons said 
this was not likely to matter with 
u fallopian tube once it had done 
fis job and enabled the patient 
to become pregnant.
